They are directed against 
William Horn of 9001 South Broadway, 
Rernard Loubin of Le May Ferry road 
and South Broadway, Isadore Ehlinger 
of Weiss avenue and South Broadway, 
and Leo Naert of 92:1 South Broadway. 

wall Return Wednesday. . 

The injunctions were prepared Friday 
night by .Kennish. and. Milis and were 
presented to Judge McElhinney Satur- 
day by Mills, Kennish having returned 
to Jefferson City. He will again be in 
St. Louis County Wednesday to contin- 
ue his investigations. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Mills 
would not discuss his determination to 
‘have the deputies who are stationed to 
‘watch for vioaltions of the injunctions 
‘watched. He said, however, that if the 
Sheriff's officers did not do their duty, 
his ofgce would see that they did com- 
ply with the order of the court. 

According to Mills, both Loubin and 
Naert are conducting saloons without 
Jicenses and are denying the authority 
of the county officials to compel them 
to close. The injunctions will be 
served Saturday afternoon and, it is 
stated, if either Loubin or Naert re- 
mains open after receiving a copy of 
the injunction, he will be arrested for 
contempt of court and held ifn jail un- 
til Monday, when he can be taken be- 

fore Judge McElhinney. * 


Sell Liquor to Minors, 


In each of the injunctions it is al- 
Nleged the saloon men keep their places 
open in violation of law, and sell 
liquor to minors and to women, and 
permit women to congregate about 
them, 

The injunctions are brought under! 
a decision of the Supreme Court in the 
St. Louis County bullfight case, in 
which the Court held it legal to en- 
join the commission of a public nuis- 
ance, the authorities contending the 
saloons operating in violation of law 
being nuisances. 

The injunctions mark the determ- 
ination upon the part of the state of- 
ficials to combat the influences which 
have prevented successful prosecution 
of violators of the Sunday law in 8t. 
Louls County. 

The' situation, as explaimed by a 
representative of the State, hias been 
that the county officers have openly 
ignored requests from Gov, Folk to 
‘enforce the laws, and that the repre- 
sentatives of Attorney-General Had- 
ley, sent into the county at the re- 
quest of Gov. Folk have been hamp- 
ered in their efforts to prosecute of- 
fenders by the failure of certain of- 
ficiais to co-operate, if not through 
assistance rendered the defendants in 
some cases.

GOW ANSWERS MONDAY

TROY, Mo., July 18—Dr. W. H. 
Hemphill, charged with the Rev. Clyde 
Gow with manslaughter in connection 
with the death of Miss Elizabeth Glen- 
son, a young school teacher, was found 
guilty by the jury at 8:30 a. m. today 
and sentenced to serve three years in 
the Penitentiary. 

The evidence in the case was complet- 
ed Friday and the jury retired at 2:30 
p. m. A recess was taken from 6 to 7 
p. m. and again at 10 o’clock the jury 
stopped its deliberat.ons for the night. 
It is understood the verdict was reached 
at night, as it was ready when Judg2 
Barnett convened court this morning. 

The verdict was received in silence, 
not more than a dozen persons being in 
the courtroom. Dr. Hemphill and his 
wife were seated.side by side and re- 
ceived the verdict in silence. 

Hemphill was charged -with assisting 
in an operation at the solicitation of the 
Rev. Mr. Gow, which resulted in the 
death of Miss Gleason. 

The case ag&inst the Rev. Mr. Gow 
will not be tried here next week, as his 
attorneys have been assured of a change 
of venue. Judge Bartnett, after hear- 
ing the testimny of Sheriff Gentry, Cir- 
cuit Clerk Stephens and others, an- 
nounced today that he would return to 
Troy from Montgomery City Monday, 
for the sole purpose of granting the 
change of venue.

MANY “‘WORSHIPERS” HURT 


Religious Sect Stampeded by. Large 
. Chunks of Odoriferous 
Cheese. 


CLEVELAND, O., July 18.—A move- 
ment is on foot to ask the City Coun- 
cil to put a stop to meetings of “The 
Gift of Tongues” sect as 4 result of 
the riot last night in which enthus- 
jasm and limburger cheese were min- 
gzled. 

Residents in the vicinity of the hall 
have been opposing the strange ser- 
vices of-the sect. Last night while 
the zealots, many of them negroes, 
were shouting and walling, large 
quantities of limburger in an ad- 
vanced stage were distributed through 
the hali. 

A rush for the exits ensued. The 
doorkeeper tried to check the rush 
and the crowd outside took a hand. 
Men, women and children were 
knocked down and trampled. A riot 
call brought a patrol wagon of police 
and the doorkeeper was rescued, the 
injured cared for and the police, 
ejecting the worshipers, closed the 
hall. -

Fannie, who also uses the name of 
Mabel Smith, admitted that the an- 
nouncement was correct and that she 
had jumped from a second-story window 
in an effort to free herself from custody. 
A bandaged wrist also testified to the 
results of the jump. 

Fannie said she had run away from 
her home and mother in Flat River, Mo., 
two weeks ago. Judge Sale asked her 
why and she hung her head and did not 
reply. He sent her to the Convent of 
the Good Shepherd. 

Sergt. Wade Mathews arrested Fanny 
Wednesday night. A man named Mozely 
from Flat River pointed her out to the 
policeman and said she was a run- 
away.

From Her Home Last 
Monday. 


IDENTIFIED BY JEWELRY 








Dead Woman a Maid in the 
Employ of Miss Huldah 
Duestrow. 





Miss Mary Schrage, 47 years old, pre- 
sumed’ to be a maid at the home of 
Miss Huldah Duestrow, heiress, of 2345 
Lefayette avenue, cut the arteries of 
both wrists and then jumped into a 
lagoon in Jackson Park, Chicago. 

Her idefttity was established by de- 
scriptions of the woman, her clothing 
and jewelry, furnished by William Stolz, 
manager of the Duestrow estate, Satur- 
day, 12 hours after the body was 
found. 

Miss Schrage disappeared from the 
Duestrow home last Monday evening, 
taking her jewelry and $75 of her sav- 
ings. 

Friday the police were asked to look 
for her.. In a few hours after the dis- 
appearance was reported press dis- 
patches from Chicago told of the find- 
ing of the body. 

William Stolz, manager of the Due- 
strow estate, went to Police Headquar- 
ters Saturday. 

“There is no’ doubt in my mind that 
the body is that of Miss Schrage,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘The description tallies in every 
respect. I wired to Miss Duestrow, who 
is spending her vacation at Ann Arbor, 
Mich., and she sent a telegram instruct- 
ing me to spare no expense to find Miss 
Schrage, who has been her maid for 16 
years. 

Affected by the Heat. 

“I think Miss Schrage was affected 

by the heat when she went away. She 


complained of it to other servants in 
the household. 

““T am going out for a car ride,’ she 
said. ‘I may call on Mrs. Meibaum at 
3741 Michigan avenue.’ ‘ 

“After she left we found that she had 
taken with her all of. her’ savings, 
amounting to $75.’’ 

The shoes worn by the woman found 
in the lake gave the clew that she was 
a St. Louisan. They bore the trade 
mark of J. G. Brandt. 

In a corner of a:;linen handkerchief 
was the initials “‘M. S.”’ Inher hand 
was clutched her purse containing 
five $5 bills and 55 cents in small 
change. 

Description of Woman. 

The description as sent out from Chi- 
cago was that the woman was 5 feet 
6 inches tall, weighed 165 pounds, of 
light complexion and had grayish hair 
and blue eyes. She wore a black broad- 
cloth skirt, white shirtwaist and black 
shoes and stockings. In her upper left 
jaw were three false teeth. A 
watch was fastened to her shirtwaist 
by an enameled pin of amber color in 
the shape of a three-leaf clover. Her 
black hat was trimmed with red roses. 

This description in every detail tallies 
with that which was given to the po- 
lice of the missing Miss Schrage.

N the contentment or perturb the 
souls of an audience rapt in relish of 
an open-air dramatic performance by 
Constance Crawley and her excellent 
company. 

This distinctly undeniable truth was 
demonstrated last night when three acts 
of “Romeo and Juliet’’ were played in 
a midsummer night’s storm on the beau- 
tiful grounds of the W. K. Bixby home, 
Lindell boulevard and King’s highway, 
for the benefit of the Post-Dispatch 
Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund, many of 
the leading society folks of St. Leuis 
supplying the demonstration. 

Not until there came a downpour 80 
drenching and so steadily maintained 
that Mr. Arthur Maude of the Crawley 
company was obliged to announce a 
postponement of the complete  per- 
formance until tonight was the audience 
willing to disperse and seek shelter. 
The Vain Striving of Contrary Nature. 

All evening long contrary Nature had 
striven spitefully against the perform- 
ance—and striven in vain. Black clouds 
lowered above the warring houses of 
Capulet and Montague. Vicious streaks 
of jagged lightning flashed athwart the 
skies that saw the wooing of Juliet, the 
youngest Capulet, by Remeo, the young- 
est Montague, in the Verona garden of 
the world’s most beautiful love story. 
The lovable and whimsical Mercutio was 
slain by the truculent Tybalt with the 
thunder’s deep diapason sounding his 
requiem, and Romeo sent Tybalt’s soul 
to join that of Mercutio through a 
storm that made the soul’s passage 4 
veritable Valkyrie’s flight. The wind 
howled with all the dismal presage of 
their impending doom as Juliet and 
Romeo parted at the ending of their 
nuptial night, and it was this wailing; 
rather than the note of either nightin- 
gale or lark, that pierced the fearful 
hollow of Romeo’s ear. Buf only when 
Juliet’s girlish shoulders, modestly 
bared, were streaming with water and 
‘her filmy gown clinging to her slender 
and supple body, wetly shining, as she 
purchased the sleeping potion from Friar 
Laurence, were the onlookers willing to 
forego the further charm of the enter- 
tainment. 

And by this time, remember, these on- 
lookers themselves, many of them un- 
der umbrellas that looked like giant 
toadstools in the inclement darkness, 
were drenched by the rain. Let none 
hereafter deny the appeal of the poetic 
drama—thank the) good Lord, even our 
latter-day humanity is capable of an 
absorption in the things of the imagina- 
tion that brings oblivion to untoward 
physical conditions! 

The Play’s Factors for Success. 

Two greatly cempelling facts contrib- 
uted mainly to this revealment—tfirst, 
the irresistible appeal of Constance 
Crawley's art, and, second, the aston- 
ishing beauty of the natural setting for 
the play in which that art was mani- 
fested. Supporting these cardinal fac- 
tors was the admirable work of the com- 
pany as a whole, a genuine delight in 
combined vigor and delicate finish. 

Miss Crawley’s Juliet was the most 
finely youthful and girlishly impulsive 
that St, Louis has seen since Adelaide 
Neilson’s day. It was also a marvel for 
physical grace of movement and pose. 
From the moment of her first entrance, 
trippingly, from the shadows of distant 
trees at the call of her mother in the 
garden, to the final scene of last night, 
the visit to Friar Laurence, it was an 
esthetic delight merely to study her 
body’s unconscious perfection of poise 
and sheer poetry of motion. In the 
dance with Mercutio, her glances turn- 
ing ever to the unknown but already 
loved Romeo, this tnstinctive grace was 
in beautiful evidence, but its crowning 
exposition was . given in the balcony 
acene, as perfect a picture as one may 
ever hope to see. Here, leaning ardently 
out above the stone balusters and sway- 
ing downward to her lover like a com- 
plaisant flower, or drawing suddenly 
back as Romeo himself became more 
impassioned, Miss Crawley’s varying 
and always legitimate poses were such 
as a painter would have joyed to see, 
especially in the shifting lights and 
shadows created by the open iron lamp 
of antique pattern that swung from the 
baicony’s lower edge. And there was 
one moment, later, in the parting with 
Romeo at dawn, Juliet clinging to him 
with wifely arms close-locked about his 
neck, when the picture became one nev- 
er to be forgotten. 

The Wonderful Crawley Voice and 
Method. 
The bell-toned Crawley voice, now low

jand sweet as a fairy chime, now deeply 


melodious with tense emotion, again, as 
the hour of tragedy drew nigh, vibrant 
in woe, was never more satisfyingly 
employed. Constance Crawiey’s con- 
ception and interpretation of Jullet's 
character is that soundly based one 
which shows Juliet first as an impetu- 
ous and somewhat spoiled patrician gir!, 
leve dawning in her heart, then sudden- 
ly, &@ woman utterly surrendered to lov- 
ing, @ little later a young wife of poig- 
nant devotion, and, toward the story's 
close, a figure doomed, yet glad to face 
all sacrifice for love's dear sake—and at 
every moment the breathing incarnation 
of pure womanhood as pictured by the 
world’s supremest poet. Shakspeare’s 
exquisite lines lend themselves perfectly 
to this interpretation, and Miss Craw- 
ley’s reading of Shakspeare’s lines is 
a flawless achievement that gives her 
the conceded foremost place among 
players of poetic drama in her genera- 
tion. The woman is absorbed in her 
work, and nature fitted her for its

Moths Sweep Down Broadway 
Thick. Enough to Suggest, 
Snow Storm. ~~ 





NEW YORK, July 18.—The host of 
white-winged moths that again appeared 
last evening caused the death of one 
child, Frank Stevens, 3 years old. The 
little boy stood at one of the rear win- 
dows of his parents’ home on the top 
loor of the house last night, and jumped 
up and dov'n when he saw the little 
moths flutter past the window. 

Finally the child, ‘excited by the num- 
ber of moths that flew about the win- 
dow attracted .by the light within, 
climbed upon the window sill and before 
his parents could save him tumbled to 
the yard beneath. He was almost in- 
stantly killed. $ 

The myriads of white moths that hay 
swept downtown the last few days, 
thick enough in places to suggest a sum- 
mer snowstorm, are believed by ento- 
mologists ‘to be the descendants of the 
great army of measuring worms that 
afflicted New York in 1862 and caused 
such concern that an association of dis- 
tinguished physicians was formed to de- 
sign the destruction of the pests. 

Knows Entire Bug Family. 

Prof. Beutenmuller of the Museum of 
Natural History, who has followed the 
study of entomology for 35 years, never 
saw this particular species before and 
he is on terms of intimacy with the er- 
tire bug family from the flea up to the 
hard-shell pincher. 

The invasion of 1862 lasted for six 
days and one morning the latter part 
of July the streets in New York and 
Brooklyn were filled with millions of 
dead moths. The ‘‘measuring worms” 
that laid the eggs that whens Bonde the 
white-winged insects, disappeared as 
suddenly as they came, and have not 
been seen since. 

Eggs Long Time Hatching. 

The cloud of moths that swept down 
Broadway did not stop to feed in City 
Hall Park. Only a small part of the 
foliage of the trees was attacked. The 
flight was continued to Battery Park, 
where the insects clung to tree trunks 
and branches while the eggs of the 
female were deposited. These eggs 
will go through a period of incubation 
of 3655 days and the butterfly that

Dr. Southwick, the city entomol- 
ogist, foresaw three days ago that the 
invasion of the measuring worm 
promised to threaten the park and 
made immediate preparations to spray 
the tree trunks and branches with an 
insecticide to destroy the egg mass,

Emma told at home of the conversa- 
tion with the mysterious mroman, but 
would not tell all that the woman said 
to her. e 
Tells Girl Fairy Tales. 

“She told me that she is my sister 
and that I am 18 years old instead of 
15," the girl said to her foster father, 
William Schnedler,. “Her home is at 
Clarksville, Io., and she wants me to 
visit her there.”’ 

Schnedler, believing that the woman's 
motives were not good, forbade the gir! 
to speak to her if she should meet her 
again. That was 10 days ago. Less than 
a week later the girl disappeared, tak- 
ing with her only a small bundle of 
clothing. 

Emma is large for her age and might 
readily be thought to be of age. She 
is tall, dark and well formed. For ninc 
years she has lived with the Schnediers, 
who took her from an orphan asylum 
and adopted her. 

Several persons saw the mysterious 
woman approach the girl on the station 
platform and lead her into the waiting 
room. She remained in Orchard Farm 
only a few hours. To persons who 
questioned her she said: 

“Tt have found my long lost sister.”

Looking up the records at police head- 
quarters, they found that the watch an- 
swered the description of the one whose 
theft had been reported by Miss Allen. 

Following the clew, they afrested Mrs. 
Brown. She is small of stature, with a 
wealth of brown ‘hair and large black 
eyes.

One of the happiest men in St. Louis 
is Nicholas Cazart. He has not a cent. 
He lives in two rooms at 3302 Olive 
street and they are almost bare of fur- 
niture. His wife and three little chil- 
dren are destitute and Cazart is unable 
to work. But in spite of all these things 
Cazart is happy in the realization that 
his sight is’gradually returning to him. 

Three weeks ago he became blind 
while riding on a street car. The blind- 
ness came with the suddenness of a 
stroke. One moment he could see as 
well as anyone. The next he was blind 
and he groped his way off the car and 
stood on the sidewalk crying for help. 
And as he stood there feeling helplessly 
with his hands in the darkness that had 
come over him, he thought only of his 
wife and children. 

_ “What will my babies do now:’ was 
the first word he said to a strange 
woman who had heard his cries and 


had stopped to see what was wrong 
with him. 


In tha gloomy hall and vestibule of 
the rooming house at 1720 Olive street, 
conducted by Mrs. Emma Warren, 5% 
years old, a widow, George P. Atkins, 
a septuagenarign, who lives in the 
house, fought desperately with two sup- 
posed burglars, who had attacked Mrs. 
Warren, shortly after 8 p. m. Friday. 

Atkins, who is a few months past 70, 
struggled with the men until he drove 
them from the house. He received 4 
cut over the right eye and severai other 
cuts and bruises in the encounter. 

Early Friday evening the doorbell 
rang and Mrs. Warren answered. it. 
There were two men at the door, and 
one of them asked if she had a vacant 

m. She replied that she had one on 
the third floor and invited the men in. 
As she started up the stairway one of 
the men grasped her about the waist, 
witlile the other tried to wrench the dia- 
mond pendaftts from her ears. 

Grapples With Men.

Man Who Led Kishineff Dis- 
turbance Issues Manifesto - 


Urging Co-Operation. 


BERLIN, gJuly 18.—Slaughter of the 
Jews throughout Russia, accofding to in- 
formation received here, is planned by 
the notorious anti-Semitic leader, M. 
Krushevan, who organized and led the 
Kishineff program of 1903. Krusheven, 
it is declared, has formed a committee 
and his agents are threading al’ Russia 
to organize a massacre, which, he hints, 
shall begin at the time of the Jewish 
new year, early in October. 

Calling on the Russians not te be con- 
tent with “trifles’’ like the Kishineff 
slaugtiter, Krushevan has issued a man- 
ifeste urging them to achieve jreally 
great deeds.” 

The Jews of the Kishineff and nearby 
sections already are accumulating arms 
fer defense. Their example will be fol- 
lowed by other Jews in all parts of Rus- 
tia and, should the imperial Govern- 
ment not intervene, next October will 
usher in such combats as even Russia 
hag never seen.

Gen. Ralph .Portuondo, former Speaker 
of the Cuban Congress and an influen- 
tial member of the Moderate Party on 
the island since it came under American 
control, is dead in Havana, having been 
stabbed by a political assassin. News 
of the tragedy has been received by his 
brother, Dr. B. H. Portuondo of Beélle- 
ville. 

All that Dr. Portuondo knows is that 
his brother was attacked and stabbed 
at a political gathering at a small town 
a short distance from Havana, last 
Tuesday. 

The cablegram received by Dr. Portu- 
ondo at that time, telling of the oc- 
currence, did not indicate how seriously 
his brother was wounded, but, fearing 
the worst, his mother, Mrs. Rita Portu- 
ondo, who had been visiting him, depart- 
ed Thursday night for Cuba, accompa- 


The first intimation that his brother 
was dead came in the form of a mes- 
sage of condolence from the Cuban Min- 
ister, Gonzalo Quesada, at Washington, 
which was received before the arrival 
of the cablegram telling of the Gen- 
eral’s death. 

Gen. Portuondo was 41 years old. He 
had been connected prominently with 
the political life of Cuba for years. 
Hie was at one time Secretary of State 
for the Cuban Republic and won his 
title as a soldier all through the war 
for Cuban independence. Since Cuba 
has been under American control he has 
been connected with the Government In 
various high capacities. He had been 
practicing law at Santiago.

It is conceivable, of course, that the Indepen- 
dence League might nominate Mayor McClellan 
or Joe Bailey of Texas, neither of whom could 
possibly receive Mr. Hearst’s vote, but without 
claiming any special authority to’ speak on the 
subject, the Post-Dispatch is confident that it oc- 
cupies safe ground when it says that the Inde- 
pendence League will do nothing to disappoint the 
high expectations of the ceeenes who is its sole 
proprietor. 

As Mr. Hearst is not to be his own candidate 
this year and as most of the leading statesmen 
and all of the favorite sons of the Independence 
party are in his service in one way or another, the 
nomination is bound to be satisfactory to him, 
and we may be sure that his vote and some others 
will be cast with enthusiasm if not delight.

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WHAT’S EATING HAMBURG? 

Hamburg, Mo., is going some. That is to say, 
Hamburg is disappearing at the rate of six inches 
a day. ‘The Missouri River is eating it. We note 
that the stream, which lately took a sudden turn, 
has already gnawed off considerable of the town- 
site, and seyeral families have been compelled 
to move. 

Perhaps there may be a blessing disguised in 
this disaster. Maybe this is just what Hamburg 
has been needing and waiting for all these years.

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CONTEMPT OF COURT. 

A Delaware judge issued an injunction (as it 
were) ordering witnesses not to speak of negroes 
as “Mr.” or “Mrs.” or “Miss.” One luckless per- 
son, a negro, thoughtlessly violated the dread 
mandate and was fined $5 for contempt of court. 

Since the contempt was in the very presence 
of the Court, neither criticism nor censure is in 
order.

he makes himself ridiculous and, to the extent 


of his official importance, induces a widespread 
contempt of all courts.

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GOVERNMENT RESERVOIRS CAUSE FLOODS 


Water Let Out to Float Logs at the Wrong Time and in Wrong 
Quantity Meets Heavy Rainfall. — 
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NEW reason for the June flood in the Mississippi River—at least a rea- 
A son new to persons who are not expert in river matters—is given in 
a letter to Forest and Stream from E, P. Jaques of Aitkin, Yinn. ., 
‘The Government flood, which occurs annually on the Mississippi at % 
point in May and June, is now in full sway. When the snow melted and 
ice went out there was no perceptible rise In the river. During April th 
was little or no rain and much bright sunshine. It became very dry and 
much damage was done by forest and prairie fires all over the Aitkin flood Uis- 
trict. Buildings were burned within half a mile of where I live. “We were 
several’ times in great danger of damage by fire. During this dry period the 
river began to rise by water released from reservoirs above that are used 
for lumbering purposes, and by.the time it had rained enough to avert the 
danger from, fire the river was brim full, 


“For two or three weeks it rained much of the time, just a drizzle that had 
no appreciable effect on the river. But the river continued to rise and spread 
over the low land. At the end the rain finished with a downpour. The heavy 
rain only lasted about two hours, but on top of the Government supply it 
will spread over a large amount of land and much damage will be done, 
though full two-thirds of the settlements of four years ago have been drowned 
out and moved away or died in despair. : 

“But there are still a good many’ to suffer, myself among them. For 
four years most effort has been destroyed in this way.. Last year, with no 
rain at all during the flood period, the flood was onl yslightly less, the dam- 
age slightly less by reason of no rain at all to help out. 

“Only recently there was held in Washington a conference of the gover- 
nors of all the states called by the President to discuss ways to preserve the 
forests and improve our waterways. These floods are aided by Government 
reservoirs to help the lumber interest to strip the Minnesota forest. The § 
President, who called the conference, is Commander-in-Chief of the army. Our 


|Governor, who has been much in the public eye of late and who was honored 


by being called to the chair while the President delivered his address, has 
full knowledge of the floods and why they are maintained. Of course the 
President can fall back on the report of his army engineers, who say that the 
reservoirs are used to assist navigation and to prevent floods and report five 
steamboats as doing business, carrying freight and passengers where there is 
and never has been more than one that could be said to be doing business, 
and that one will have to stop for lack of traffic if many more people moye 
out. ‘ 

“Our Governor can say that he has no authority in the matter, buthe — 
might have said a word as to the facts. He might say, too, that our Represen- 
tatives in the House and Senate are the ones to blame, which is true; but 
there seems to be large profit in reservation pine. We can always tell when 
a reservation is being tapped by the size and quality of the logs that go 
by. These always come on the crest of a rise. 

“The Chief of the Forestry Bureau was at the conference and had some- 
thing to say, but he is yielding more and more of the reserve, set aside to con- 
serve the water supply at the head of the river, to the lumbermen each year. 
He, too, could say that he was overruled by our Senators and Congress- 
men, but he might have given some facts. He certainly has the information. 

“One measure for improvement talked of was more reservoirs, and a site 
on,Big Willow, a branch, above here, is being talked of. The Weyerhauser 
lumber interests have a large reserve of pine on that stream and we know 
the result of reservoirs in such cases. With a channel 30 to 4 feet all through, 
the early summer navigator needs but little assistance here, and if all that 
water is needed below we want a very much improved waterway here. 

“Looked at from this standpoint, I do not see so very much hope in that 
lauded conference of governors. The Army engineers say the.reservoirs are 
used to prevent floods, but if they were, there would be no floods. . ex- 
cessive floods are caused by heavy rains during artificial floods and by heavy 
rains after a long dry. spell which induces all the lumbermen to open: their 
private reservoirs on the same day. Much of these later day floods are due 
to the frantic zeal to finish the loot ere justice meets and stops them ws 
the way.”

This catastrophe 
changed Abelard’s whole future. Part- 
ly recovering his health, he gave up 
his public life and lectures, and, to for- 
get his disgrace and misfortunes, be- 
came a monk. : 

In the monastery he won new reputa 
as writer on philosophical and religious 
topics. His letters to Heloise are pre- 
served to this day and are marvels 
of literary skill. But, tiring of monastic 
discipline, he fled to the wilderness, 
built a hut and lived as a hermit. Even 
here he was not left in peace. Stu- 
dents by the hundred came to the wil- 
derness, pitcheu tents and induced him 
to act as their teacher. 

Abelard, exerting what influerice he 
had with the clergy, succeeded in plac- 
ing Heloise at the head of a convent. 
He had already persuaded her that she 
must look on him henceforth merely as 
a beloved brother. Obedient, as ever, to 
his lightest wish, she consented to this 
last great sacrifice. From place to place 
the wretéhed man wandered, until, gin 
1142, he ...ed. 

Heloise at once came forward to claim 
his body. Soon afterward she, too, 
died. The lovers so tragically parted in 
life were buried side by side. They still 
rest in the same tomb at Pere Lachase 
Cemetery, in Paris.

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only found in the southernmost Cor- 
ner of Texas. In April, 1892, I made 
a flying visit to the ranch country of 
this region, starting from the town of 
Uwalde with a Texan friend, Mr. John 
Moore. My trip: being very hurried, I 
had but a couple of days to devote to 
hunting. 

Our first halting place was at a ranch 
on the Frio; a low, wooden building, of

them and verandas around about. * * * 


There had been many peccaries, or, 

as the Mexicans and cowpunchers of 
the‘ border usually call them, javalinas, 
found near this ranch a few years be- 
fore the date of my visit. Until 1886, or 
thereabouts, these wild hogs were not 
much molested, and abounded in the 
dense chaparral around .the lower Rio 
Grande. In that year, however, it was 
suddenly discovered that their hides had 
a market value, being worth four bits— 
that is, half a dollar—apiece; and many 
Mexicans and not a few shiftless Texans 
went into the business of hunting them 
as a means of livelihood. : 
' They were more easily killed thah 
deer, and, as a result, they were speed- 
ily exterminated in many localities 
where they had formerly been numerous, 
and even where they were left were to 
be found only in greatly diminished 
numbers. On this particular Frio ranch 
the last little band had been killed near- 
ly a year before. There were three of 
them, a boar and two sows, and a couple 
of gowboys stumbled onto them early 
oné morning while out with a dog. 

After half a mile's chase the three 
pecearies ran into a hollow pecan tree, 
and one of the cowboys, dismounting, 
improvised a lance by tying his knife 
to the end of 4 pole and killed them all. 

Many anecdotes were related to me of 
what they had done in the old days 
when they were plentiful on the ranch. 
They were then usually found in par- 
ties of from twenty to thirty, feeding 
in_the dense chaparral, the sows rejoin- 
ing the herd with the young very soon 
after the birth of the latter, each sow 
usually having but one or two at a lit- 
ter. 

At night they sometimes lay in the 
thickest cover, but always, where pos- 
sible, preferred to house in a cave or 
big hollow log, one invariably remaining 
as a sentinel close to the mouth, looking 
out. If this sentinel were shot, another 
would almost certainly take his place. 
They were subject to freaks of stupidity, 
and were pugnacious to a degree that 
not only would they fight if molested, 
but they would often attack entirely 
witheut provocation. * * * 

The son of the ranchman, a tall, well- 
built youn® fellow, told me at once tha 
there were peccaries in the neigh bor- 
hopd, and that he had himself shot one 
but two or three days before, and vol- 
unteered to lend us horses and pilot us 
to the game on the morrow, with the 
help of his two dogs. The last were 
big black curs, with, as we were &5- 
sured, “considerable hound” in them. 

One was at the time staying at the 
ranchhouse, the other was four or five 
miles off with a Mexican goat-herder, 
and it was atranged that early in the 
morning we should ride down to the 
latter place, taking the first dog with 
us and procuring his companion when 
we reached the goat-herder’s house. 

We started after breakfast, riding 
pewerful cow ponies, well trained to 
gallop at full speed through the dense 
chaparral. The big black hound 
sleuched at our heels. We rode down 
the banks of the Nueces, crossing and 
recrossing the stream. * * * 

We finally found the queer Httle hut 
of the Mexican>goat-herder In the midst 
of @ grove of giant pecans. : 
Having borrowed the javalina bound 
of which he were in search, we red 
aff. in quest of our game, the two dogs

trotting gayly ahead. The one which 
had been living at the ranch had evi- 
déntly fared well, and was very fat; 
the other was little else but skin and 
bone, but as alert and knowing as any 
New York street boy, with the same 
air of disreputable capacity. It was 
this hound which always did most in 
finding the javalinas and bringing them 
to bay, his companion’s chief use being 
to make a noise and lend the moral sup- 
pert of his presence. 

We rode away from the river on the 

dry uplands, where the timber, though 
thick, was small, consisting almost ex- 
clusively of the thorny’ mesquites, 
Mixed among them were prickly pears, 
standing as high as our heads on horse- 
back, and Spanish bayonets, looking in 
the distance like small palms; and there 
were many other kinds of cactus, all 
with poisondéus thorns. 
Two or three times the ddgs got on 
an old trail and rushed off giving 
tongue, whereat we galloped madly 
after them, ducking and dodging 
through and among the clusters of 
spine-bearing trees and cactus, not 
without getting a considerable number 
of thorns in our hands and legs. It 
was very dry and hot. Where the java- 
linas live in droves in: the river bot- 
toms they often drink at -the pools, but 
when some distance from water they 
seem to live quite comfortably on the 
prickly pears, slaking their thirst by 
eating the hard, juicy fiber. 

At last, after several false alarms, and 
gallops which led to nothing, when it 
lacked but an hour of sundown we 
struck a band of five of the little wild 
hogs. They were running off through 
the inesquites with a peculiar hopping 
or bounding motion, and we all, dogs 
and men, tore after them instantly. 

Peccaries are very fast for a few hun- 
dred yards, but speedily tire, lose their 
wind, and come to bay. Almost imme- 
diately one of these, a sow, as it turned 
out, wheeled and charged at Moore as 
he passed, Moore never seeing her but 
The sow then 
stopped and stood still, chattering her 
teeth savagely, and I jumped off my 
horse and dropped her dead with a shot 
in the spine, over the shoulder. | 

Moore meanwhile had dashed off after 
his pig in one direction, and killed the 
little beast with a shot from the saddle 
when it came to bay, turning and go0- 
ing, straight at him. Two of the pec- 
caries got off; the remaining one, a 
rather large boar, was followed by the 
two dogs, and as soon as I had killed 
the sow I leaped again on my horse 
and made after them, guided by the 
yelping and baying. 

In less than a quarter of a mile they 
were on his haunches, and he wheeled

once catching one, inflicting an ugly 
cut. All the while his teeth kept going 
like castanets, with a rapid champing 
sound. I ran up close and killed him 
by a shot through the backbone where 
it joined the neck. His tusks were fine. 

The few minutes’ chase on horseback 
was great fun, and there was a certain 
excitement in seeing the fierce little 
creatures come to bay; but the true 
way to kill these peccaries would be 
with the spear. They could often be 
speared on horseback, and where this 
was impossible by using dogs to bring 
them to bay they could readily be killed 
on foot; though, as they are very ac- 
tive, absolutely fearless and inflict a 
most formidable bite, ‘it would usually 
be safest to have two men go at one 
together, 

Peccaries are not difficult beasts to 
kill; because their short wind and their 
pugnacity make them come to bay be- 
fore hounds so quickly. Two or three 
good dogs can bring to a halt a herd 
of considerable size. They then all stand 
in a bunch, or else with their sterns 
against a bank, chattering their teeth 
at their antagonists. When angry and 
at bay, they get their legs close to- 
ygether, their shoulders high and their 
bristles all ruffled and look the very 
incarnation of anger, and they fight 
with reckless indifference to the very 
last. 

Hunters usually treat them with’ a 
certain amount of caution, but, as ‘a 
matter of fact, I know of but one case 
where a man was hurt by them. © He 
had shot and wounded one, was charged 
both Py it and by its two companions, 
and started to climb a tree; but as he 
drew himself from the ground one 
sprang at him and bit him through the 
calf, inflicting. a very severe wound. 

I have known of several cases of 
horses being cut, however, and dogs 
are very commonly killed. Indeed, a dog 
new to the business is almost certain 
to get very badly scarred, and no dog 
that hunts steadily can escape with- 
out some injury. 


If it runs in right at the heads of 
the animals the probabilities are that 
it will get killed, and, as a rule, even 
two good-sized hounds cannot kill a 
peccary, though it is no larger than 
either of them. However, a wary, 
resolute, hard-biting dog of good size 
speedily gets accustomed to the chase, 
and can kill a peccary single-handed 
seizing it from behind and worrying 
it to death, or watching its chance 
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Peccaries have delicately molded 
short legs, and their feet are small, 
the tracks looking peculiarly dainty 
in consequence. Hence, they do not 
swim well, though'they take to the 
water if necessary. They feed on 
roots, prickly pears, nuts, insects, liz- 
ards, etc. 

They usually keep entirely separate 
from the droves of half-wild swine 
that. are so often found in the same 
neighborhoods; but in one case, on 
this very ranch where I was staying, 
a-peccary deliberately joined a party 
of nine pigs and asociated with them. 
When the owner of the pigs came up 
to them one day the peccary mani- 
fested great suspicion at his presence, 
and finally sidled close up and threat- 
ened to attack him, so that he had to 
shoot it. The ranchman’s son told me 
that he had never but once had a pec- 
cary assail him unprovoked, and even 
in this case it was his dog that was 
the object of attack, the peccary rush- 
ing out at it as it Mllowed him home 
one evening through the chaparral. 
Even around this ranch the peccaries 
had avery greatly decreased in num- 
bers, and the survivors were learning 
some caution. In the old days it had 
been no uncommon thing for a big 
band to attack entirely of-their own 
accord, and keep a hunter up a tree 
for hours at a time.

America increased her score to 4. 


The events in which, America is strongest, the sprints and jumps, however, 
wil! not come off until next week. The loss of Robbins, Yale, who had to re- 
turn home on account of the death of his father, Is a rather serious thing for 
the team, as he is one of the best of the American hurdlers. 


The Omerican strong men this after- 
noon again held their own; in fact, they 
surpassed all their previous efforts. Mar-

thens,”"’ with a throw of 128 ft. 8 in. 
F. Horr, Irish-American A. C., was

petitors, the man nearest them being 
A. K. Dearborn, New York A. C., with 
116 ft. % in.

The Saturday afternoon crowds, filling 
the lower-priced sections of the grand- 
gtand at the Stadium, this afternoon had 
an opportunity of venting their enthus- 
jasm over the outcome of the three 
Gina! events with which the day’s sport 
in the Olympic games was opened. All 
these races were won by the United 


Kingdom.

The only outsider to challenge Great 
Britain’s supremacy was J. L. Lisele, 
New York Athletic Club, who, although 
handicapped by a sore foot, put up 4 
good race and came in third.

Canada Sustained. 

Canada’s objection to the decision by 
which Young was declared not to have 
qualified for the final in the 100-meter 
eycling race has been upheld and late 
this afternoon, after persistent repre- 
sentations from the Canadian commit- 
tee, his name ewas added to the list of 
starters for the final. This is the first 
protest since the opening of the games 


that has been allowed. The protest was 
entered on the ground that Young, who 
crossed the tape first in his heat in the 
semi-final, was declared by the judge 
to have lost a iap. This the Canadians 
proved to be untrue. 

In the first section of the ‘iscus throw- 
ing, Greek styfe, risa, Greece, was 
first, with 109 feet 4% inches, and W. G. 
Burroughs, Chicago A. A., was second 
with 107 feet, 7% inches. In the second 
section of this event, A. K. Dearborn, 
New York A. C., was first, Mudin, Hun- 
gary, second, and Georgandas, Greece, 
was third.

NZW YORK, July 18.—The Evening 
Post, in its financial review, says; 


“Continued up-bidding of prices here, 
with heavy trading and sufficient inquiry 
for the better grade of dividend-paying 
stocks to advance several of them to the 
highest level of the week, made to- 
day's stock market unusually interesting 
for a Saturday. The movement was 
broad and upward from the start, with 
sustained strength in many of the is- 
sues that have benefited from the rise 
of the past fortnight. The market dis- 
closed very little selling pressure, dis- 
playing excellent absorbing power, with 
sharp gains in St. Pau!, Pennsylvania, 
Northern Pacific, Union Pacific, General 
Electric, Westinghouse and the Steel 
shares. 


“The tone was strong throughout and 
the movement in general was sufficient- 
ly heavy to indicate that the speculation 
represented something more than mere 
professional anticipation. The bond 
market reflected similar activity, with 
general advances and broad buying. The 
situation was helped by another de- 
crease in the country’s surplus of idle 
cars, which were reduced 10,000 during 
the last fortnight to a total surplus of 
308,000 cars, the lowest figure reported 
since the middle of March. 


"The bank statement was better than 
had been looked for, in view of the 
heavy financing of the week, and the 
decided revival of activity on the stock 
exchange. The actual changes showed 
$5,184,000 addition to cash holdings, and 
only $8,579 loan expansion, givnig $1,856,- 
0%) to surplus account and bringing that 
item up to $49,000,000. That is stil! much 
the largest surplus reported at this date 
since 1894 and indicates an unusually 
strong bank position for this season. 

“The trust companies also made a 
further addition to surplus account.” 

Saturday’s, session of the Exchange 
was in every respect a most satisfactory 
one for the bull element. It was the 
culmination of a manipulative campaign 
by the monied interests, which took hold 
of the market, and, regardless of condi- 
tions, sent prices up in many instances 
to high levels for the year. 

The bears seemed to have lost all 
their force and alertness. Almost im- 
mediately after the opening of the 
market, the bulls commenced their 
aggressive tactics, and considering that 
the session was a short one, the ad- 
vances registered in the general list 
were of a substantial character. 

United States Steel common and the 
Harriman Pacifics were the market 
leaders.

Its movement of Saturday is therefore 
notable. Within the last few weeks this 
stock has made a big advance, and its 
action on Saturday is indicative of noth- 
ing if not of still higher figures in the 
immediate future. Much will depend, 
however, on the report of its second 
quarter’s operations for this year. The 
highest point Steel common reached in 
about the last two years was in October, 
1906, when it touched 50%, and judging 
by its performance this month it looks 
as if it might reach that point agaia 
within a comparatively short time. 

The Harrimans closed at their highest 
points of the day, and the Hill stocks 
were only -.a small fraction behind in the 
matter of gains on the day’s business.

@ using Union Electric’s figures as to the 


‘amount of current consumed by each 
16-candlepower lamp—Mrs. Sedberry 
would have had to burn each of the

thours a day for the entire period. 

The bill for the 22 days’ use of elec- 
tricity was $35.71, as against bills, 
which in the winter and spring months, 
when much more light was used, ran 
from $7 to $9 a month.

To, have consumed this amount of 
electricity it would have been necessary 
for Mrs. Sedberry to have burned each 
of her 50 lamps an average of five hours 
and thirty-six minutes for each of the 
28 days. 

Mrs. Sedberry says as a matter of 
fact that very little light was used, for 

ost of the time the occupants of the 

use were out of doors. 


Gets No Adjustment. ‘ 
“I have tried many times to get Union 
Electric to adjust the matter,” said Mrs. 
Sedberry to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
but the company will do nothing. 
“If I call up the company’s office to 
make complaint I can get no satisfac- 


tion. I am shifted first from one per- 
sch tO another and it appears that I[ 
Can never talk to the same person twice. 

“I employed an electrician to test the 
meter, and requested Union Electric to 
send out a representative to see wheth- 
er the meter is right. 

“The electrician waited all day, but 
no Union Electric man came, nor has 
One been near since. The electrician 
could not test the meter alone. 

“I don’t know what to do. The only 
Satisfaction that I could get was when 
One of the employes came here to loox 
at the meter, before it started to run- 
ning so fast. 

““He said the meter had been under- 
read for a year. I don’t know anything 
about that, but I do know that I can- 
‘Trot afford to pay any such light bills 
as I am getting. 

“The bills are rendered in the name 
of Marian A. Barker, from whom I 
purchased the place last February, [ 
paid. them until they came in at- 
and $36 for less than a month’s service.

Clements Is 
Quoted as Saying Advance

MAGNATES SEE. NEED 





Hill Opposes Wage Reduction, 
Which Is Proposed by 
Harahan. 





NEW YORK, July 18.—Following the 
announcement today that freight rates 
in the district east of the/ Mississippi 
and south of the Ohio would be raised 
from 4 to 10 cents per hundred, New 
York merchants are planning a united 
fight by the shippers of the whole coun- 
try against the plans of all the big 
roads for a general increase. 

The proposed increase has caused the 
greatest alarm to merchants and poli- 
ticilans, who insist that such action at 
this time will convulse the business in- 
terests of the country and _ militate 
strongly against Republican success in 
Novem ber. 

It is hinted that should it seem neces- 
sary, wholesale prosecutions under the 
Sherman law may be invoked to pre- 
vent the railroads from carrying out 
their expressed intention. 

Clements Opposes Advance. . 

In this. connection, Judson. C. Clem- 
ents of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is quoted as saying in Washing- 
ton that such raises of freight rates as 
are being contemplated will be in viola- 
tion of the Sherman law and will render 
the roads liable to heavy penalties. 

Advices from Indiana say the Indiana 
Manufacturers’ and Shippers’ Associa- 
tion has determined to resist to the last 
the project of raising rates in the Cen- 
tral Freight Association territory. 

A conference of shippers’ associations 
trom practically every State in the 
Union probably will be held in Indianap- 
Olis to fight the. railroads. 

There are three ways in which the 


problem facing the railways of this 
country may be solved, namely in- 
creased rates, decreased wages, or in- 
creased business, in the opinion of J. 
T. Harahan, president of the Illinois 
Central Ralliroad, who has arrived 
from Europe.~ 

James J. Hill, chairman of the Great 
Northern Railroad, is of the opinion 
that the only solution of the problem 
is an increase in. freight rates. Mr. 
Hili is strongly opposed to a cut in 
wages ‘as a means of increasing the 
net earnings of railroads. Mr. Hill, 
who has just returned from a fishing 
trip in Canada, made the following 
statement: 

“There is no alternative but to raise 
rates. The credit of the railroads has 
been seriously impaired. The way to 
enhance credit is to increase rates, 


Against Wage Reduction. 
“Wages should not be cut. Effi- 
cient labor is essential to successful 
oweration. Railroad employes have 
peculiar responsibilities. They have 


to meet a hard test. They should get 
fair recompense. Cut wages 10 per 
cent and the man who got $15 last 
week zets $13.50 this week. It is the 
difference between meat and no meat. 

“Freight rates in this country are 
low beyond comparison. Receiving 

t one-half and even one-third of the 
fate received in European countries, 
the wages paid railroad employes here 
average 100 per cent higher 
those paid in Europe.
